rule whereby they are to guide their Actions, with- 
out defining any point'of Dodtrine, whereon that -De- 
Cree 1s ran" It ſeemed good to the Holy Ghoſt, and 
to as, to lay upon you no greater burden than theſe neceſſa- 
Ty things ; that ye eMfin from meats offered to Idols, 
and from Blood, and from things ſtrangled, and from For- 
"nication, from which if you keep: your ſelves, ye os do 

well ; fare ye well, They might as well object here, as 

they do againſt the depoſing Decree, That there is no 
Point of Dbatrine determined in it, but it is only a De- 
cree to dire them what todo; and yet we find the 
Holy Ghoſt aſſiſting in ſuch Decrees ; for -indeed the 
rules of Diſcipline and Government, to dire the lives 
and manners of men, is the only proper fubje& of Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Authority ; and therefore we may moſt 
reaſonably e ; that God ſhould aſliſt and dire& his 
Church in ſuch matters. The Church has no Authori- 
ty to make new Articles of Faith ; the Goſpel 'was 
preached by Chriſt, and what” Chriſt could not per- 
fetly inſtruct them in, becaufe they were 'not able 
to bear it at that time, was fupplied by the Holy Spi- 
rit, who led the Apoſtles into all truth ; and now 
we muſt expet no farther Revelations. And 
therefore as to —_— Faith , the A—_— 
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of -General Councils was no more than the Authority 


of . Witneſſes, to declare what Dodrine they received - 
from Chriſt and his Apoſlles ; and therefore their Ay- 
thority could reach no farther, than we may reaſon- 
ably prefume them: to be credible Witneſſes , that is, 


while the Tradition. might be: ſuppoſed clear 


ſtrong,, which: I doubt, will go. no farther "i 
four firſt General: Councils, which are Received by the 
Church of Exg/and ;- but the Authority of the Church 
in Decrees relating to Diſcipline and Government is 

erpetual ; and therefore in all Later Councils (if there 
G any Infallibility. in the Church ) I ſhould more {e- 
curely rely on. ſuch Decrees than on their Definitions af 
Faith.  And' therefore, Belarmin for the Pope, and 
MelchiorCanus for General Councils(the twoAuthors to 
whom our Reflecter refers us)declare,that they cannot 
err in thoſe Decrees which relate to manners, if the 
concern the whole Church, and are in things necef- 
fary to Salvation, that-is, that they cannot forbid 
any Vertue, nor Command any thing which is a Sin. 
So that they who believe the Infallibility of Popes and 
Councils,muſt acknowledg the Lawfulneſs of depoſing 
Heretical Princes ; for if it were Unlawful to. do it, 
Popes and Councils could never Command it. 

_ Our Reflecter indeed proves, That ſuch Decrees and 
Conſtitutions as concern Diſcipline and Government, are 
not abſolutely obligatory , from the Example of the 
Council of. Trent, whoſe decrees of Dottrine are as much 
acknowledged _Y Catholicks in England, and Germa-» 
ny, as within the Walls of Rome it ſelf, or the Vatican ; 
and yet its other Conſtitutions and Decrees are not Vni- 
verſally received, and it may be never will, But. pray 
can he tell me, for what reaſon this is 2 Let him fay, 
if he dare, that it is for want of Authority or _ I- 
bility

bility in the Council to make Decrees'to oblige at[the 
Chriſtian World ; and if Chriſtian Princes -will not 
ſubmit to the Decrees of Councils, and the Church 
dares not compel them to it, does this juſtify ſuch a 
refuſal > The truth is, fach Decrees ought not to take 
place, nor become Laws in a Chriſtian Nation, without 
the Conſent and Authority of the Soveraign Prince 
and therefore the Rowan Emperors gave Authority to 
the Decrees of Councils, and made them Laws ; but 
fince theQhurch has 'pretended to act Independently 
on the Secular Powers, and to give Laws to them 
without their confent ; no wonder that Princes, who 
underſtand their own Authority, and have power to 
defend it, take what they like, and reje& the reſt. 

And for the fame reaſon (as ous Reflecter obſerves) 
the Popes ſuffer /o many Poſitive afſertors of the no- 
drpofing power to paſs without any cenſure of Hereſy. 

ich is no Argument, that-they do not believe it an 
Article of Faith, as he ſuggeſts ; but only that they 
want power to do it. Princes will not be depoſed 
now, nor ſuffer thoſe to be Cenſured, who deny the 
Depoſing Power ; But ſhould the blefſed F/i/debrand- 
times return again, we ſhould quickly ſee, whether 
the Depoſing Power be an Article of Faith or 
nor. 

What I have now diſcourſed will abundantly juſtify 
an argument which I find our Reffe&ter much grie- 
ved at. The Anſwerer in his Introduction ( p. 14. )

Wicelius, and Vives, ( p. 27, 28. ) which our Reflecter 
is ſo much grieved at; or 'to give an Hiſtorical Ac- 
cotint of the ſtate of the Controverſie , what it was 
before, and what ſince the Council of 7rent ; as about 
the worſhip of Images, p. 17. about the neceſſity of 
Confeſſion, p. 61. or about the Senſe and TInterpreta- 
tion of ſome controverted Texts of Scripture ; or to 
ſtate the notions of things expreſied, but not defined 
by the Council ; as what Merit is; ( p. 57. ) for tho 
the Church has defined the good works of juſtified 
Perſons to be truly meritorious, yet it has not told us 
what true and proper Merit is, and therefore we muſt 
learn this from the allowed and received definitions of 
their Divines. Thus the Council has determined due 
Honour and Worſhip to be given to Images, but has 
not determined »what this due Honour and Worſhip 
is; and therefore we have no way to know it, but by 
appealing to the general Practice of the Church, and 
the Doctrine of their Divines ; which is not to oppo ſe 
the ſentiments of private Authors to the judgment of 
the Church, but where the Church has not explained 
her ſelf,-to learn her ſenſe as well as we can, from their 
moſt approved Divines. Thus the Council has de- 
creed the uſe of Indulgences, but has not defin'd in 
what caſes and to what purpoſes they may be uſed ;

the Will as eſſiſted by the Divine Grace 2 Or will the 
RefleQer own ſuch a freedom as the Anſwerer denies ? 

Theſe are all the material Exceptions the Reflecter 
has made againſt the Anſwer , which come to little 
more than ſome popular talk; for I do not think the 
Viſion of St. Perpetua worth diſputing about ; and if 
he did not think this Viſion gave ſome Credit to the 
Doctrine of Purgatory, I would know why he men- 


tioned it. The Anſwerer does not charge them with 
making ſuch Viſions and Apparitions, the only Foun- 


dation of Purgatory ; but certainly thoſe who have 
taken ſo much pains to tell, if not to invent, ſuch Sto- 
ries, and to father them upon , ancient Writers, did 
think th-t they would do ſome ſervice to te 
the belief of it in the World : and if this be true, I 


know no reaſon they have to be aſhamed of them, and . 
notwithſtand:ng all their other arguments, I confeſs I 
think they want them. |
